Please amend claims 8 



14 as follows: 


8. 1^ (Amended)! An aqueous composition which inhibits multimet^£ph*osion 
comprising from 10 to 60% by weight of an inhibitor system comprising: 

(I) 5 to 15% by weight of at least one of an unsaturated monocarboxylic acid 
comprising 10-18 carbon atoms or of at least one alkali metal salt thereof, of at least one amine 
salt thereof, the amine being monoethylamine, diethylamine or triethylamine, or at least one 
alkanolamine salt thereof, the alkanolamine being monoethanolamine, diethanolamine, 
triethanolamine or methyldiethanolamine or mixture thereof, 

(II) 40 to 70% by weight of at lest one of a saturated carboxylic acid from the 
group consisting of a saturated monocarboxylic acid comprising 5-16 carbon atoms, a saturated 
dicarboxylic acid comprising 4-12 carbon atoms, and an alkali metal or amine or alkanolamine 
salt of said acids;
